Report  of  School  Committee. 

Teachers  geuerally  have  labored  untiringly  and  successfully  for 
their  respective  schools.  While  the  order  in  all  of  our  schools  has 
been  fair,  we  think  a  few  have  not  been  so  profitable  as  they  might 
have  been,  for  want  of  discipline.  Kindness  and  affection  are  strong 
elements  of  a  teacher's  power,  but  they  need  a  stable  foundation  to 
rest  upon.  A  wise  teacher  will  not  command  when  a  request  or 
suggestion  will  accomplish  her  purpose,  yet  the  pupil  must  be  taught 
to  respect  her  authority.  Enthusiasm,  on  the  part  of  the  teacher, 
will  often  enable  her  to  secure  and  maintain  good  discipline  with  few 
words  and  few  rules.  Where  a  deep  interest  is  awakened  in  study  it 
need  not  take  much  time  to  keep  order.  A  teacher  must  prove  that 
she  thoroughly  understands  the  subjects  she  has  to  teach.  Pupils 
are  more  apt  to  obey  and  respect  a  teacher  who,  they  think,  knows 
her  business.     It  takes  a  true  scholar  to  make  a  true  teacher. 

It  is  a  mistake  to  speak  in  too  high  a  key.  Children  soon  cease  to 
atteud  to  a  teacher  with  a  loud  voice  pitched  on  a  high  key.  It 
induces  a  corresponding  loudness  and  harshness  of  tone  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils,  and  leads  them  to  speak  and  read  in  a  hard,  unvarying 
manner.  It  produces  an  irritating  effect  on  the  nervous  systems  of 
children  which  prevents  their  being  quiet  and  attentive.  The  teacher 
should  speak  in  pleasant  and  conversational  tones  in  the  school-room. 
It  is  more  effective  in  securing  attention  and  order,  and  the  teacher 
will  be  more  successful  in  imparting  instruction.  But  weakness  of 
voice  must  not  be  confounded  with  good  modulation.  Weakness  of 
voice  indicates  some  corresponding  weakness  in  body  or  character. 
Proper  modulation,  on  the  contary,  conveys  the  impression  that  the 
speaker  thoroughly  understands  himself. 

Children  should  understand  the  reasons  for  things  as  far  as  practi- 
cable. If  a  pupil  thoroughly  understands  what  he  has  committed  or 
has  been  taught,  and  is  able  to  express  it  freely  and  fully,  it  is  worth 
more  than  a  great  quantity  of  mechanically  memorized  things ;  but 
certain  things  must  be  absolutely  and  firmly  entrusted  to  the  mind  to 
serve  as  material  for  the  reasoning  faculties.  We  cannot  cipher  with 
noughts  only. 

Having  been  customary  for  the  most  part  in  the  past,  and  thinking 
it  to  be  the  desire  of  many,  we  report  the  schools  separately. 

District  No.  1. — The  Summer  and  WiDter  terms  were  taught  by 
Miss  Ida  I.  Glidden.  A  quiet  and  orderly  school.  Instruction  good. 
Improvement  marked.  The  class  in  analysis  and  parsing  snowed 
interest  and  study. 

District  No.  2.— The  Summer  term  was  under  the  instruction  of 
Miss  Fannie  A.  Shannon,  who  is  a  careful  and  painstaking  teacher. 
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The  examination  at  the  close  of  the  term  proved  that  the  teacher  had 
worked  hard  to  benefit  her  pupils.  Singing  and  rehearsing  pieces 
good.  She  well  merits  her  success  for  the  conscientious  efforts  she 
employed  for  the  good  of  the  school.  Fall  Term. — Miss  Mary  A. 
Brown,  teacher.  This  was  her  first  effort  as  a  teacher.  Good  im- 
provement was  made  by  the  pupils.  She  taught  much  orally.  We 
consider  it  a  good  school.  The  teacher  appeared  at  home  in  the 
school-room,  and  with  more  experience,  there  is  no  doubt  she  will 
make  a  very  efficient  teacher. 

District  No.  3.— Summer  and  Fall  terms  were  taught  by  Miss 
Susie  E.  Farrar.  There  appeared  to  be  a  mutual  good  will  existing 
between  teacher  and  pupils,  making  everything  generally  satisfac- 
tory. The  teacher  was  natural,  pleasant  and  diligent,  and  the  pupils 
were  quiet  and  orderly. 

District  No.  4. — One  term,  Summer.  Teacher,  Miss  Susie  E. 
Noyes.  She  is  an  energetic,  prompt  and  enthusiastic  teacher.  The 
pupils  displayed  a  lively  interest  in. their  studies.  The  school  was  a 
success.  No  school  in  town  had  a  better  class  in  book-keeping  or 
one  that  made  more  improvement. 

District  No.  5. — Summer  and  Fall  terms  were  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Mary  E.  Bennett.  Her  acquaintance  with  the  pupils  and  the 
wants  of  the  school  enabled  her  to  continue  it  with  commendable 
success.  Good  order  was  maintained,  which  was  easy  of  accomplish- 
ment because  of  the  good  will  she  had  of  the  scholars.  Teacher  and 
pupils  were  united  in  their  efforts  to  make  a  good  school,  and  were 
successful.  Some  of  the  scholars  were  not  in  constant  attendance 
the  second  term  on  account  of  sickness. 

District  No.  6. — Both  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Sarah  M. 
Sargent.  She  can  manage  a  school  in  a  very  easy  and  quiet  manner. 
Although  her  pupils  were  mostly  small,  and  she  had  a  partial  change 
of  scholars  the  second  term,  the  closing  examinations  proved  that 
the  instruction  had  been  thorough,  and  good  improvement  had  been 
made.  Reading  showed  training  and  taste.  Miss  S.  is  a  skillful  and 
thorough  teacher. 

District  No.  7. — Fall  and  Summer— Miss  Clara  B.  Ayer,  teacher. 
This  was  Miss  A.'s  first  school.  But  she  proved  herself  competent 
to  successfully  manage  the  uumerous  duties  of  her  vocation.  She 
appeared  to  command  the  respect  of  her  pupils,  which  we  thought 
no  small  achievement  in  her  own  district.  Order  good.  Improve- 
ment marked. 

District  No.  8. — Summer  and  Fall  terms  were  taught  by  Miss 
Belle  J.  Thompson.  She  is  an  acceptable  and  successful  teacher. 
Teacher  and  pupils  were  alike  interested  to  that  extent  which  never 
fails  of  a  good  result.  Improvement  very  marked,  especially  in 
reading  and  arithmetic.  The  second  term  some  of  the  pupils  did 
not  attend  constantly,  which  detracted  from  the  real  progress  of  the 
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school,  but  those  who  attended  regularly  made  gratifying   progress. 
Her  discipline  was  excellent. 

District  No.  9. — Summer  Tei'tn.  Miss  Ellen  O.  Bean,  teacher. 
She  is  (liunifled  in  her  manners,  and  has  a  commanding  way.  At 
our  first  visits  this  was  one  of  the  most  quiet  schools  we  ever  visit- 
ed.. The  pupils  manifested  an  interest  in  tneir  studies,  and  the 
teacher  seemed  to  like  her  work.  We.  did  not  visit  this  school  at  its 
close,  but  should  judge  that  the  pupils  made  good  improvement. 
The  Fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ariana  S.  Dudley,  who  knows  her 
business  and  is  a  superior  teacher.  This  school  was  eminently  suc- 
cessful. The  teachei  spared  no  pains  to  interest  and  instruct  her 
pupils,  and  her  classes  gave  satisfactory  evidence  that  her  exertions 
had  been  well  appreciated  by  them.  Her  discipline  was  good,  though 
it  did  not  take  much  time  to  keep  order. 

District  No.  10. — Summer  term,  taught  by.  Miss  Olive  M.  Ben- 
nett. Being  thoroughly  conscientious,  calm  and  collected  in  man- 
ner, clear  and  accurate  in  her  explanations,  she  was  able,  by 
exercising  these  qualities  with  others,  to  raise  the  scholarship  of 
her  pupils  so  successfully  that  at  the  close  of  the  term  they  showed 
decided  progress.  Her  pupils  kept  pace  iu  thoroughness  with  the 
amount  accomplished.  Miss  B.  can  justly  be  considered  one  of  our 
most  thorough  teachers.  The  Fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Susie 
E.  Noyes.  The  teacher  labored  untiringly  for  the  good  of  the  school 
It  was  a  profitable  term  to  the  district.  Teachers,  parents  and  pu- 
pils are  to  be  commended  for  the  hitter's  very  constant  attendance 
during  the  year. 

District  No.  11. — Ida  M.  Hatch,  teacher.  Both  terms  were 
taught  by  the  same  teacher,  although  she  changed  her  surname  be- 
fore the  second  term.  The  school  the  first  term  was  unusually 
small — too  small  to  be  interesting— but  the  pupils  who  attended 
made  very  marked  improvement.  More  were  iu  attendance  the  sec- 
ond term,  and  the  result  was  satisfactory.  All  appeared  to  love  and 
respect  their  teacher. 

District  No.  12.— The  Summer  and  Fall  terms  were  taught  by 
Miss  Ida  M.  Taylor.  This  was  Miss  T.'s  first  eTperience  in  teach- 
ing. She  is  an  energetic  teacher,  carrying  along  with  life,  good  dis- 
cipline into  the  schoolroom,  and  maintaining  it.  She  conducted  the 
school  with  credit  to  herself  and  profit  to  the  district.  We  think 
she  was  very  successful  in  this  school. 

Thanks  to  all  who  have  shown  their  kindness  to  me  in  my  work 
during  the  year.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Education 

OF  DISTRICT  NO.  13  IX  TH  E  TOWN  OF  GILFORD. 

Id  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the  schools  in  this  district,  we 
would  say  that  we  feel  to  express  our  regrets  that  Miss  Kinsman  was 
obliged  in  consequence  of  failing  health,  to  resign  her  position  j  in 
the  Intermediate  School  on  Washington  St.  previous  to  the  closeLof 
the- Spring  term. 

Miss  Dudley,  in  charge  of  the  Grammar  School  in  this  district,  ex- 
hibited her  usual  zeal  and  efficiency  in  that  department. 

Three  of  the  former  teachers  were  retained,  while  two  new  teach- 
ers were  employed  in  the  schools  on  Washington  St.,  for  the  .Fall 
term.  Ill  health,  however,  compelled  the  teacher  of  the  Grammar 
-department  to  close  the  school  and  resign  his  position  at  the  end  .  of 
the  ninth  week  ;  hence  neither  the  quantity  nor  the  quality  of  the 
term's  work  was  up  to  the  desired  standard.  The  schools  in  the 
district,  as  a  whole,  have  been  atiendeu  with  a  good  degree  of  pros- 
perity during  the  Winter  term  just  closed,  and  the  Committee  take 
pleasure  in  reporting  them  on  a  good  basis  and  under  the  instruction 
of  competent  and  faithful  teachers.  The  Intermediate  and  Primary 
grades  have  been  in  session  eleven  weeks  this  Winter,  and  the  Gram- 
mar School  twelve  weeks  to  compensate  ior  the  week  lost  in  the 
Fall. 

Prevalence  of  sickness  has  interfered,  in  a  measure,  with  the  pro- 
gress of  the  schools  on  the  west  side,  while  irregular  attendance — 
the  evil  so  often  dwelt  upon  in  school  reports — has  materially  im- 
paired the  efficiency  of  all  the  schools  in  the  district.  Some  means 
should  be  adopted  to  check  this  evil,  and  the  Committee  desire  the 
co-operation  of  parents  in  securing  this  result. 

The  grade  of  the  Grammar  School  has  been  raised  until  the  stand- 
ard for  admission,  already  above  that  usually  required  by  schools  of 
this  class,  is  as  high  as  seems  consistent  with  the  best  interests  of 
all  concerned. 

The  schools  are  now  doing  their  legitimate  work,  and  if  provision 
has  not  been  made  for  all  who  may  wish  to   attend   school  at   home, 
the  causes  are  beyond  the  control  and  resources  of  the  Board  of  Ed-- 
u  cation. 

The  design  should  be  to  reduce  the  number  of  studies  in  all  the 
departments  to  a  minimum,  and  thus  gain  time  to  acquire  a  mastery, 
60  far  as  possible,  rather  than  a  smattering,  of  a  given  subject.  It 
is  intended  that  the  instruction  shall  be  thoroughly  practical,  and 
suited  to  the  present  purposes  and  future  needs  of  the  youth  around 
us. 

The  condition  of  the  school  buildings  is  such  as  to  require  atten- 
tion in  the  near  future.  All  of  them  need  to  be  shingled  and  other- 
wise repaired,  while  a  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  scholars  and 
the  rights  of  the  neighborhood,  calls  for   an   outlay   for   wells,  out- 
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buildings,  and  other  permanent  repairs.  As  these  are  among  the 
questions  that  are  to  be  brought  before  the  school  meeting  in  a 
short  time,  it  is  unnecessary  to  consider  them  in  this  place. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  say,  that  in  the  supervision 
of  the  schools,  bearing  in  mind  the  highest  interest  of  the  greatest 
number,  they  have  endeavored  to  discharge  their  duties  to  the  best 
of  their  knowledge  and  ability,  and  trust  their  labors  have  not  been 
wliollv  in  vain.
